Glazer  Syndrome 


Members  of  the  Glazer 
Syndrome,  who  first  met 
during  January's  Mid-Term 
Conference  where  students 
and  faculty  discussed  the 
f 1 rst  semester  at 

Livingston,  are  presently 
busy  trying  to  devise  a 
program  for  next  year's 
f reshmen. 

According  to  one  of 
the  committee's  spokesman, 
English  Professor  Dave 
Leverenz,  the  committee  Is 
planning  to  have 

approximately  100  freshmen 
enroll  In  a 16  unit 
program  for  the  first 
semester  designed  to 

Introduce  the  resources 
available  at  Livingston 
and  also  to  help  those 
students  who  have  not 
chosen  a major  field  of 
study.  The  students  would 
receive  automatic  credit 
for  the  program. 

"It's  based  around 

Intensive  small  group 
learning,  so  that  everyone 
In  the  program  will  belong 
to  ‘ one  smal 1 group 

consisting  of  10  freshmen, 
a couple  of  upperclassman 
(who  would  also  receive 
credit),  and  a faculty 
member.  The  group  may 
meet  five  days  a week,  say 
for  an  hour,"  Leverenz 
expl a I ned . 

Leverenz  pointed  out 
that  the  program  Is 
designed  In  three  states: 

1)  The  group  Is  going 

to  study  something 
together.  They're  going 

to  start  with  the  basic 
question,  "Why  are  we 
here?" 

2)  Then  they' 1 1 study 
the  Amerlcah  educational 
system  through  films, 
readings,  and  trips  to 

local  schools. 

3)  Lastly,  each  group 

will  move  Into  Its  own 

pace,  depending  on  what 
skills  Individuals  need. 
There  will  be  much  focus 
on  small  group  learning. 

Asked  If  this  type  of 
program  would  appeal  to 
the  "high  potential" 
students,  Leverenz 

repl led:  "I  don' t think 

so.  I think  the  high 
potential  students  need  a 
lot  more  structure." 

"One  of  the  major 
problems  of  this  program 
confronting  us  at  this 
point  Is  that  we  don't 
have  one  person  who  can 
give  himself  to  the 
program  full-time  as  a 
coordinator,"  Leverenz 
added,  noting  that  the 
chief  organizer  of  this 
program.  Sociology 

Professor  Mickey  Glazer, 
will  not  be  at  Livingston 
next  year.  Also  serving 


on  the  committee  are  Mel 
Gary,  psychology 

professor,  and  students 
Jim  Greenman  and  Bob 
Rosenthal . 

A cruc I al  I tern  that 
had  to  be  decided  by  the 
group  was  the  Issue  of 
small  group  learning  over 
Independent  study. 

"It's  all  up  In  the 
air.

Interest.  We're  very 
Interested  In  getting  any 
expressions  of  student 
Interests,  but,  1 really 
don't  know  where  It's 
going,"  Leverenz  concluded 
about  the  program.

Proposal 

Ten  students,  Dick 
Butsch,  a teaching  assistant 
in  the  Psychology  Department, 
and  student  advisor  of  A-4, 
Shelton  Phillips,  met  with 
Dean  Lynton  Friday  morning, 
March  6,  at  9:00  o'clock. 

The  topic  of  the  meeting, 
which  was  held  in  the  confer- 
ence foem  adjoining  the 
Dean's  office,  was  the  status 
of  funding  for  the  Racism 
Seminar  this  semester. 

PAR  (People  Against 
Racism)  is  a national  organi- 
zation based  in  Detroit 
dedicated  to  fighting  all 
manifestations . of  racism  in 
American  society.  One  method 
it  employs  is  educating  whites 
concerned  with  their  own  con- 
scious and  unconscious  racist 
ideas  and  the  functioning  of 
racism  in  our  institutions. 
When,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  semester,  several  students 
expressed  confusion  and  dis- 
turbance at  the  black-white 
relations  on  campus,  it  was 
arranged  for  PAR  to  conduct 
a seminar.  Both  the  summer 
seminar  they  ran  and  the 
course  in  the  fall  where  not 
given  adequate  funding (a  total 
of  $210.00)  and  the  organiz- 
ation incurred  the  expenses 
that  exceeded  this  budget. 

The  organization  submitted 
ted  a reauest  for  funds,  and 
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A college  Intern 
program  aimed  at 
attracting  additional 
qualified  minority  group 
members  Into  managerial 
positions  In  Industry  Is 
being  developed  Jointly  by 
E.R.  Squib  and  Sons,  Inc., 
and  Livingston  College. 
The  program  was  originated 
by  Dr.  Lawrence  A.  Pervln, 
associate  dean  of 
Livingston  College,  and 
Jerry  J.  Mehlman,  labor 
counsel  to  E.R.  Squibb. 

There  are  two  main 
aspects  of  the  program  — 
selection  of  college 
students  who  will  work 
part-time  at  Squibb  while 
attending  school,  with  the 
hope  that  such  work  will 
1 ead  to  full  time 
employment  after 
graduation,  and  the 
establishment  by  Squibb  of 
a scholarship  fund  at 
Livingston.  Squlbb's 
Initial  contribution  to 
this  fund  Is  $3,000. 

The  Interns,  who  have 
not  yet  been  selected. 


will  be  paid  normal  part 
time  rates  by  Squibb. 
Depending  on  financial 
need,  the  Interns  may  also 
be  eligible  to  receive 
assistance  from  the 
scholarship  fund.  It  can 
also  be  used  for  general 
scholarship  aid,  at  the 
discretion  of  the 

Livingston  College  Office 
of  Financial  Aid. 

"We  are  anxious  to 
engage  In  affirmative 
action  to  employ  more 
minority  group  members, 
and  we  see  this  new 
program  of  part  time 
employment  and  scholarship 
aid  as  an  Important  step 
In  that  direction,"  said 

Mehlman . 

Dean  Pervln  pointed 
out  that  the  advantage  of 
the  new  program  to 
Livingston  Is  that  It  will 
provide  valuable  corporate 
training  for  selected 
students  and  give 
additional  source 
financial  aid 

students .

Earth  Day 
is  Coming 


April  22  is  Earth  Day. 
The  Livingston  Environ- 
mental Crisis  Committee 
(LECC)  will  participate 
in  the  nationwide  teach- 
in  to  present  the  immedi- 
ate ecological  problems 
to  the  area  residents.  A 
committee  of  sixteen  mem- 
bers steers  this  eight 
week-old  organization. 

Two  programs  have 
been  scheduled  for  the 
area.  Sunday,  April  19, 
a community  picnic  feat- 
uring a yet  to  be  announ- 
ced speaker  will  be  held 
in  Johnson  Park.  The  Uni- 
versity-wide program 
April  22,  will  feature 
Sen.  Clifford  Case($RB3T)J 
as  key  speaker  on  the 
roster  of  many  distin- 
guished ecologists. 

Three  members  of  the 
LECC,  Rami  Geffner, 

Arthur  Himmelfarb,  and 
Carl  Valenziano,  have 
traveled  widely  during 
the  month  of  February 
attending  major  programs 
on  air  and  water  pollu- 
tion. February  21,  the 


group  attended  Sen.  Gooa 
ell's  speech  and  discus- 
sion at  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. Later  in  the  week 
the  members  were  in  Wash- 
ington attending  the  Na- 
tional Environmental 
Council.  The  LECC ' s 
cause  has  been  greatly 
furthered  through  attend- 
ance at  these  national 
programs . 

The  committee  de- 
votes much  time  in  rad 
raising  community  inter- 
est and  awareness  con- 
cerning the  environmental 
problem.  It  has  formed  a 
public  relations  staff  to 
establish  high  school 
programs  and  further  com- 
munity co-operation.  The 
LECC  has  scheduled  meet*-:, 
ings  with  local  mayors 
and  conservation  organi- 
zations to  co-ordinate 
an  area  program.

We  have  now  been  here  at  Livingston  for  six 
months.  In  that  time,  several  "Incidents"  have 
arisen.  Nearly  all  of  these  demanded  some  sort  of 
action  by  a Judiciary  committee.  Up  to  this  point, 
however,  there  has  been  only  one  Instance  when  a 
Livingston  student  has  been  brought  before  his  peers 
and  called  upon  to  explain  his  actions.  Even  In 
this  one  Instance,  a Judiciary  Board  was  hastily 
thrown  together  at  the  Insistence  of  the 
Un ! vers  I ty,and  was  hastily  thrown  together  at  the 
Insistence  of  the  University,  and  was  dissolved  soon 
after  the  hearing. 

There  must  be  a board  of  Students  and  Faculty 
who  will  be  responsible  for  determining  whether  or 
not  a student  Is  guilty  of  whatever  he  Is  accused, 
and  what  form  of  punishment.  If  any,  should  be  meted 
out.  In  the  past,  these  actions  have  been  executed 
by  either  Dean  Lynton  or  Dean  Pervln,  and  we  must 
not  allow  this  power  to  rest  In  the  hands  of  the 
administration.  Livingston  College,  in  It's  very 
conception.  Is  Intended  to  be  a school  where 
students  have  the  right  of  self-  determination  and 
self-  responsibility. 

Dormitories  and  the  Student  Center.  As  a result, 
police  from  surrounding  communities  have  been  coming 
on  campus.  We  must  make  It  clear  that  they  are  not 
needed  here.  We  must  be  allowed  to  police 
ourselves.  Outside  police  forces  must  not  be 
allowed  to  Interfere  with  us. 

We  cannot  wait  any  longer.  In  order  to  prevent 
a dictatorial  form  of  government  by  either  the 
Administration  or  outside  forces,  the  power  of  the 
Judiciary  must-be  given  to  the  students  as  soon  as 
possible.  This  must  be  the  first  business  of  the 
newly  formed  College  Government.  Livingston  cannot 
exist  without  It's  own  Judicial  Powers  and  will  not 
exist  under  anyone  else's.

One  of  the  most 
important  reasons  for  many 
of  us  choosing  to  attend 
Livingston  was  the 
supposed  small  class 
size.  We  were  eager  for 
close  Student  Teacher 
relations  and  we  wanted  to 
be  looked  upon  as 
Individuals  with  names  and 
personalities;  not  just  as 
numbers  on  computer 
cards . 

We  looked  forward  to 
a stimulating  atmosphere 
wherein  we  could  structure 
courses  to  fit  cur  own 
personal  needs.  Small 
classes  are  vital  to  these 
needs.  Why  then  does  a 
course  like  "Drugs  and 
Society"  have 
approximately  one  hundred 
students,  and  way  Is  it 
that  there  are  so  many 
courses  with  a suggested 


capacity  of  fifteen 
students  that  have  ar, 
actual  enrollment  of 
thirty  or  fort/? 

The  attitude  of  many 
teaciiers  towards  this 
problem  has  been  very 
favorable.  Drugs  in 


Society  has  been  broken 
down  into  various  work 
groups,  and  many  other 
courses  have  been  split  up 
Into  two  or  three 
sections,  each  meeting  at 
a different  time. 
However,  this  situation 
demands  that  a teacher 
double  or  even  triple  his 
work  load  without  any 
additional  compensation. 
The  teachers  can  not  be 
expecied  to  continue  this 
for  very  long.  The 
problem  of  overcrowded 
classes  is  extremely 
serious.  We  must 
encourage  the  breakdown  of 


size 

large  classes  Into  small 
groups,  aird  we  must  demand 
that  the  state  allow  the 
University  to  hire  more 
professors  in  order  to 
meet  this  need  without 
unjustly  increasing  the 
workload  of  the  present 
faculty.  Moreover, 

faculty  members  must  be 
encouraged  to  spend  more 
time  on  campus  in  order  to 
be  ival 1 nb 1 e fir 

consul f at! on  with  their 
s tue'ent?.. 

Give  us  the  manpower 
amongst  the  faculty,  and 
the  students  of  Livingston 
College  will  prove  the 
worth  of  small  classes.

At  this  time,  mid-way 
through  the  second  semes- 
ter, and  with  the  forth- 
coming Easter  vacation, 
we  of  the  Black  Student 
Union  would  like  to  take 
the  time  right  now  to  set 
the  stage  for  a spring 
offensive  against  cert- 
ain university  policies 
the  political  views  of 
the  students  and  the 
community  people.  Set- 
ting the  record  straight, 
the  BSU  recognized  that 
this  entire  struggle  is 
a class  struggle  and  not 
a race  struggle  with  the 
scientific  interpreta- 
tion that  "Capitalism" 
is  our  enemy  and  that 
the  Rick  corporate  own- 
ers controlling  the 
economy  of  Rutgers,  the 
state  of  New  Jersey,  and 
the  rest  of  the  country 
have  no  color.  Very 
shortly  we  will  issue  a 
position  paper  on  this 
view  in  detail  and  our 
critique  on  university 
policies  and  programs 
like  the  UUD  program, 

TYP,  the  recent  |l30 
increase  for  student  fees 
who  reside  in  dormitories 
and  the  controversial 
Rutgers  Student  Center 
Policy. 

Further,  in  devot- 
ing a sentence  or  two  to 
our  fellow  Black  Students 
with  the  increase  of 
their  cultural  programs 
and  a-political  speakers, 
such  as  Leroi  Jones, 

Poppy  Sharpe,  and  others, 
take  this  as  fair  warn- 
ing— Art,  culture,  now 


slogans  such  as  nI  am 
Black  and  Proud"-  and 
*&SNEJTE*  will  not  make 
a revolution.  Only  a 
revolutionary  science 
and  Ideology  with  organi- 
zation can  meet  and  serve 
the  people  toward  this 
great  end.  Because  the 
Society  has  no  aim  other 
than  the  complete  liber- 
ation and  happiness  of  the 
masses  of  the  people  who 
live  by  their  manual 
labor . 

Since  these  views 
are  echoed  through  me  by 
the  "Voice  of  the  People'" 
my  upcoming  debate  with 
a "brother"  on  what  is 
the  Proper  Political 
Direction  for  Black 
people,  will  be  a "Vic- 
tory" for  the  nipeople 
and  the  struggle"’. 

However,  it  will  not  be 
a victory  for  people  if 
we  don't  utilize  this 
opportunity  to  grasp 
collectively  our  minds,

Approximately  50  Liv- 
ingston students  are  cur- 
rently working  with  the 
Underground  Social  Service 
Committees  in  coordination 
with  Rich  Garvin,  a former 
Livingston  professor,  who 
is  now  with  the  Bureau  of 
Community  Services  in  New 
Brunswick.  The  committees-, 
which  service  Somerset  and 
Middlesex  Counties,  were 
formed  to  make  links  bet- 
ween various  community- 
related  programs,  and  to 
work  with  the  urban  poor. 
The  programs  involved  are 
Day  Care,  Penology,  He 
Health  and  Welfare,  Drugs, 
and  Legal  Services.  The 
students'  primary  func- 
tion is  to  work  with  the 
problems  firsthand,  to 
evaluate  programs  from  an 
academic  viewpoint,  and 
to  propose  more  effective 
programs . 

The  programs  were 
combined  due  to  lack  of 
funding.  Money  is 
presently  needed  for 
training  of  workers,  and 
for  books. 

Racism,  Mr.  Garvin 
feels,  is  at  the  root  of 
suppression  of  the  urban 
poor,  who  are  mostly 
people  of  color.  As  a 
result  of  racist  attit- 
udes, few  individuals  who 
run  the  programs  have  sub- 
stantial academic  back- 
ground. 

Mr*  Garvin  would 
like  to  see  decentrali- 
zation of  the  programs, 
with  more  of  the  respon- 
sibility being  placed  on 
the  students,  particularly 
the  group  leaders. 

Lucy  Tedeschi  is  the 
leader  of  the  group  work- 
ing with  drug  addicts  at 
fhe  Middlesex  County 
Drug  Addiction  Rehabili- 
tation Hospital  and  Center 
in  North  Brunswick. 

Kona  Laban  is  the 
leader  of  the  Day  Care 
group,  which  is  working  in 
the  N eighborhood  House 
and  at  Heed  Start.  Both 

are  located  in  New 
Brunswick.  Mary  Izoke  is 
the  leader  of  the  group 
working  with  Health  and 
Welfare,  and  Ernie  Walker 
is  the  leader  of  the 
Legal  Services  group. 

The  leader  of  the 
penology  group  which  is 
working  with  first  and 
second  offenders  in 
Somerville  is  Judy  La 
Ganga.  Advising  the 
groups  are  Bob  Johnston, 
welfare  director  of 
Franklin  Township,  John 
Carlano , health  offices' 
of  Franklin  Township, 

Len  Fredricks,  director 
of  legal  services  in 
Franklin  Township,  and 
Reverand  Bell,  Somerset 
County  Chaplain.

Although  no  plans  will  be 
definite  until  the  end  of  the 
month,  interviews  are  being 
conducted  for  the  position  of 
Director  of  the  Teacher  Educa- 
tion Department  at  Livingston, 
which  will  tentatively  be 
under  way  next  year. 

There  is  a need  for 
approximately  5 individuals  who

Sports  at  Livingston  are  governed  by  University 
regulations  which  do  not  allow  Livingston  to  field 
separate  Intercollegiate  teams  In  any  sport  which 
the  University  fields  a team  In.  As  a result, 
Livingston  will  not  be  able  to  field  Its  own  team  In 
such  areas  as  football,  track,  basketball,  etc.  Even 
when  the  school  Is  at  full  capacity,  sports  will 
continue  to  be  on  a University  level  rather  than  on 
a college  level.  There  are  possibilities  open  to 
Livingston  to  form  Intercollegiate  teams  In  areas  In 
which  there  are  not  teams  fielded.  Two  areas  are 
girls  track  and  archery.  At  the  present  time,  two 
major  archery  tournaments  have  been  scheduled  for 
the  spring  at  Livingston.  A number  of  LC  boys  have 
turned  out  for  the  squad,  among  them  an  LC  student 
who  was  a member  of  the  US  Archery  team.  A girls 
track  team  Is  in  the  process  of  organizing,  and  will 
be  looking  for  competition  this  spring.  Another 
possibility  for  Livingston  to  represent  Itself  In 
athletic  competition  Is  through  the  forming  of  an 
AAU  team.  Plans  are  underway  to  sanction  such  a 
squad  al ready. 

Next  winter,  Joe  Duncan  Is  hopeful  that 
Livingston  will  have  Its  own  Gym.  Until  then,  he  Is 
attempting  to  get  expanded  time  at  the  Rutgers  Gym 
for  Livingston  programs.  Hopefully  the  Wednesday 
Night  slot  will  again  be  available  to  L.C.  students 
exceptwhen  In  use  by  the  Frosh  tennis  team. 

Plans  are  In  the  making  to  set  up  Inter  college 
competition  between  Newark,  Camden,  and  Livingston 
campuses  next  year  In  some  of  the  major  sport  areas, 
possibly  on  a club  basis. 

While  the  sports  program  at  Livingston  Is 
limited  In  some  areas  by  University  regulations, 
there  are  a number  of  programs  In  operation  and 
planned  for  the  future.  Joe  Duncan  Is  working  very 
hard  to  present  a varied  sports  program,  but 
participation  by  students  Is  necessary.  Sports, 
whether  Intramural,  Intracollege,  or 
Intercollegiate,  play  a vital  part  In  developIn6 
school  spirit  on  a visible  level  --  possibly 
something  we  need  at  Livingston. 


when  they  were  told  that 
these  monies  were  not  forth- 
coming, they  refused  to 
continue  teaching  the  course. 

Although  several  faculty 
members  have  expressed  an 
interest  in  teaching  a 
course  on  White  Racism,  no 
one  has  demonstrated  that 
they  are  prepared  to  do  so. 
After  advising  Dean  Lynton  of 
this,  and  facts  relating  to 
the  funding,  the  credentials  of 
PAR  members  and  studnat  inter- 
est in  taking  the  course  for 
credit  this  semester,  his 
word  was  secured  that  the 
necessary  financing  would  be 
supplied.  He  recognized  the 
supreme  difiportnace  of  such  a 
course  not  only  for  all 
students,  but  also  for  fac- 
ulty and  administration 
members.  Dean  Lynton  suggested 
that  the  Racism  course  be 
offered  next  semester.
